The prineiples of the group, as defined by the ee Mubt4 aret 


(a) Tha Arab individuel in any Arab country ‘will be the 
brother of all the Arabs in that country. His 
rélationship to his original home will be that of 
thé individual to his femily. The Greater Arab 
State will be his only home. Its citizens are 
all the Arabs. 


(bo) The pact of the Arab League is the sharpest weapon the 
Arabs hold against their antagonists, but if those 
holding this weapon evar falter, al-Ansar will 
take action. 


(e) The aim cf union of all the Arab nations through 
the Arab League cannet be accomplished unless ona 
Arab Army is formed and unless their economy end 
‘foreign policies are unified. These are the 
three fundamental conditions upon which the 
independence and unity of the Arabs must rest, 


(d) Palestine is an Arab home. We must prevent with violence 
depriving this Arab land of its freedom. We mist not pernit 
its dismenberment from the body of the Arab nation. The 
Avab League is neglecting its duty eo long as tha Palestine 
question remains unsolved. | 


(eg) The principles of out group and its aims will be spread 
throughout the Arsb world. Guest-houses will be es- 
tablished to facilitate exchange of visits between 
f&xab lands and to help al-Ansar groups to travel. 
These guest~houses wlll serve 4s club rooms for 
Arab youth and no Areb will be received in a guest- 
house unless he is in possession of an identification 
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card issued by responsible representatives, 

Each guést-house will provide information with 
regard to the country in which 1% is established, 
so that the Arab. guest nay know tue situation 

in the lend where he is travellinz. Other ains 
of the guest-houses are: 


(1) To arrange sports matches anong youth 
of Arab counties; 


(2) To sprdad Arabic culture; 


(3) To celebrate the national holidays 
in an appropriate manner; 


(kk) To assist travelling fellow Arabs and 
fellow students to earn a living. 
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
